engent expenditures, a mill rate of 31 
—\the samevas last year, can be main- 
tained, However, until official esitim- 
ates are brought down in May, a def- 
inite statemenit on this point cannot 
be’ made, 

The ratepayers will recall that last 
year, Mayor Jones and his Council 
reduced ithe mill rate from 40 ‘bo 31, 
or 221% per cent, a most welcome an- 
nouncement to all. To ‘effect this 
saving, drastic cuts in the salaries of 
civic employees were made; Insurance 
carried on Town owned properties 
reduced and ta policy of maintenance 
only of roads and sidewalks adopted. 


* Whiis year further reductions in sal- 


aries have been put into effect and 
every item of expense closely scrutin- 
ized. A revision of the business tax 
by-law, which will in future be on a 
basis of percentage of the rental val- 
ue, will provide enough added reven- 
ue to maintain the very low mill rate 
lovied last year. A survey of the 
business tax by-law convinced the 
Cisuncil What it was out of line and 
not an equitable levy. Details of this 
revision will be given out later. 
Estimated expenditures for 1933 
total about $41,000.00. Of this amount 


$14,500 is allotted for school purpos- 


¢3 or 35,4 percent. of the entire esti- 
iriated receipts. 

Fixed charges such as street light- 
ing, sewer maintenance, hydrants, 


Debenture paymen's, Bank loan, In- 


surance, etc., account for $16,120.00 
or 39.3 per cent, © 

Unemployment relief, serenine 
and \ialth services, Old Age 
Moither’s Allowance and hospitaliza- 
tion account for $3,700.00 or 9 per 
cent, . 

This leaves approximately 16. per 
cent of the entire estimated receip 
for administration expenses compos- 
ed of salaries of Town. officials, coal 
and wood, cemetery maintenance 
sidewalks, office expenses, main- 
tenance of rinks and parks, etc., about 
$6,700.00. 

The Town has a chart showing thle 
mill rate, outstanding debentures and 
other expenditures of 12 Towm situ- 
ated elsewhere in the Province of 
about the same population and afiter 
comparing Lacombe’s financial con- 
dition with our sister towns, we must 
admit we’ are in a most fortunate 
position. | Whatever criticism has 
been levelled at the heads of this and 
former councils for unnecessary ex- 
penditure~, the fact remains that we 
have a town tiat will compare fav- 
orably with any of its size in Alber- 
ta—well lighted, our own sewer sys- 
tem fully paid for, the lowest mill 
rate of any of its class end a debent- 
ure dekit of but £%$47.00 which will 
mature in the. next f.w years, es com- 
pared to other towns such as) Cam- 
rose witht $155,000; Vegreville $242,- 
000; High River $72,240; Hanna $49,- 
700; Stettler $79,220 and Claresholm 
with $57,968. The thanks of the res- 
idents of Lacombe are due to the men 
who have directed thle affairs of the 
town jin the past as well as the pres- 
eri, for the enviable position we find 
ourselves in these times. To these 
men who worked without reward 
we owe a debt of gratitude.

‘We 
do not get any more bread, and even 
potatoes are out of the question, and 
we have only a few handfulls of flour 
left in the house. Fat is out of the 
question altogether; corn: is not to 
be had from any Bazaar any more. 
A loaf of bread may be had in sec- 
ret once in a while for which we 
have to pay 25 rubles, We would be 
satisfied if we could have oil cakes, 
but we can’t even have those.

in schools.  Peiline cae Emily are 
the first of us who must starve, You 
cannot help all of us I know, and we 
are at a loss to know what will hap- 
pen us.

You cannot imagine or  be- 
lieve l.ow things are hlere now with 
us. We have heard nothing from our 
brothez-in-law for four months, He 
has been sent to the Soviet’s inland 
prison, and one of the prisoners there 
told us that he hadbeen taken away 
from there.

Write of the 
Recent Quake 


Mre. N. N. Woody this week re- 
ceived letters from ‘her relatives in 
California telling of their experiences 
during the ‘quake and has kindly 
given us permission to publish ex- 
cerpts from these interesting let‘ rs. 
The experiences of these people, who 
were right in the heart of the ‘quake 
zone are the more interesting because 
of the fact that those writing are 
well known in Lacombe. Among those 
writing are: Mrs, Waddell, sisber-in- 
law of Mrs. Woody, Sam Covedale, 
nephew and Mrs. Marshall, sister. 
Mrs. Waddell is matron in the Los 
Angeles woman's jail. Sam Cover- 
dale is employed in a Long Beach 
bank. Mrs. Marshall lives but 9 
blocks from the business centre of 
Long Beach, where the shock was the 
most severe. The letter follows:— 

“You are no doubt wondering what 
happened to the Long Beach relatives 
since the big shake. Well, aside 
from being badly scared and shaken, 
we all came through in fine shape. 
At the first shock thie gas was shut 
off and lights were off. Later in the 
evening (in about half an hour) the 
lights came on again, but we will not 
have gas until the gas department 
has time to check everything over, so 
that there will be no danger of fire, 
Fortunately .we have our gasoline 
camp stove, so, while inconvenienced, 
we are really very comfortable, 

‘Brick chimneys, brick walls, ete., 
are down over the entire city, The 
older buildings which have no steel 
or cement reinforcements are dam- 
aged in. many cases beyond repair. 
Some of the frame nouses were mov- 

ed off their cement foundations, 
The modern buildings down town 
sibood, the shock well. Our bank build- 
ing is in good condition, only one 
of the big plate glass windows being 
broken. Most all of the show win- 
owe down” town ‘ane ~broken, “Most 
of the dead and injured was the re- 
sult of running from buildings or 
walking on sidewalks when  dricks 
were falling. Ail of the older schools 
are wrecked. The only fires of any 
consequence were in the science build- 
ings of ‘the high schools, probably 
caused by the spilling of certain 
chemicals, The Woodrow Wilson 
High School, which also houses the 
Junior Oollege, is principally con- 
| structed of re-enforced concrete and 
survived the ‘quake. 

‘‘Many people were afraid to stay 
in their homes and accordingly camp- 
ed out in vacant lots, took cold, and 
added to the difficulties. 

‘“We did not sleep muchi the first 
night after the quake, but last night 
went to bed and really had a good 

night’s rest, even if there wes 
a quivering Old Mother Earth under 
us. So many wild reports went out 
at first over the radio such as ‘‘five 
hundred to 1000 dead. The city on 
fire and no way to control it. Tidal 
wave coming up the coast from San 
Diego,’’ and so on. Some folks like 
to spread big stories. There were 
no serious fires, because the gas was 
turned off. The water mains were 
not broken and there was never even 
a slight indication of a tidal wave. 
Tite old sea is just as unconcerned 
as ever. 

“The ’quake seemed to centre at 
San Pedro and Long Beach, but other 
places were pretty badly shaken. 
Pasit Los Angeles e-pecially suffered 
considgrable damage. The inmates 
of the Los Angeles jail (where Mrs. 
Waddell is matron in the women’s 
jail) were panicy, 7 persons fainted, 
although no material damage was 
done to the buildings. 

‘*A laughable thing happened when 
one lady ran out of her house and 
grabbed a tree, saying ‘if the earth 
opened up, she was going to have 
something to cling to.’ ’’ 

‘‘There will be no unemployment 
in Long Beach for years to come, 
The hoarded dollars have been shak- 
en loose and will start to work, I 
hope the banks open soon, so we can 
proceed back to normal.’’ 

The above statements given by 
people right on the spot, gives a 
somewhat different jlight on the 
earthquake. Most of the reports re- 
ceived here were greatly exagger- 
ated. Although the damage in 
some parts of California must ‘have 
been tremendous, the loss of jife in 
(hese places was not so severe when 
the large population of these cities 
is concerned.

He 
affixes a 40 cent stamp, which he has 
purchased from the association, and 
tenders the voucher to a local mer- 
chant for $10.00 worth of goods 
The merchant affixes a 40 cent stamp, 
wh'ch he has purchased from the as- 
sociation. and passes the document 
on for $10.00 worth of goods or serv- 


The voucher passes through four- 
teen hands in this manner, each 
holder wien a 40 cent stamp. Each 
holder su uent to the farmer gives 
$10.00 worth of goods or services and, 
after contributing his 40 cents, re- 
ceives $10.00 of value. Thus every- 
one has done $10.00 worth of busi- 
ness jnstead of $5.00 worth, and has 
paid a discount of 4 per cent. for the | 
opportunity. 

When the fourteenth holder has | 
added his stamp he takes the voucher 
to the nearest association agent and 
redeems it for its face value of $10.00 
cash. To redeem the voucher the as- 
sociation has on hand the original 
$5.00 deposited by the farmer at the 
outset, plus $5.60 wh'ch has been 
paid in by the purchasers of stamps 
which are affixed to the voucher. 
Thus there is on hand $10.00 to pay 
to the 14th holder and a surp!us of 
60 cents to cover operating expenses 
and ‘to bu‘ld up a reserve. As soon as 
the voucher is redeemed it is cancell- 
ed and retired from circulation.

Derived At Low Ebb 
One reason taxes must come down 


is that there is less income from pro- 
duction to be taxed. Our govern- 
ments are trying to extract $10 worth 
of gold from $7 ore. It simply cannot 
be done; hence federal and provincial 
deficits and low tax collection ratios 
in the cities. 


What are our primary sources of 


income from which tax revenues can 
be derived? There are: 


Agriculture; the industry is barely 


on a subsistence basis with only the 
most meagre cash income. 


Forests: the lumbering industry 


and the pulp and paper industry are 
operating on reduced scales, paying 
low wages just to keep men at work, 
The industries are distinctly unprofit- 
able. 


Mining; coal mines have reduced 


output; metallic minerals are selling 
at profitless pricés; gold alone is ad- 
vancing and gold is so needed that 
governments hesitate to impose new 
taxes that would curtail enterprise. 


Fisheries; conditions range from 


desperate to merely unsatisfactory. 


Where is the tax money coming 


from? A large part of it is coming 
out of our accumulated reserves of 
capital. People are going behind® to 
pay taxes.

Shrubs or 
hedges do not cast shade or spread 
roots so far and, being dense at the 
bottom, are more suitable as imme- 
diate neighbors of the vegetables 
though even they should be ten or 
twelve feet away. Hence the combin- 
ation of the high trees in the back- 
ground with a dense hedge around 
the garden makes the most effective 
shelter.

A recent address by Professor Gilbert E. Jackson, of the Department of 
Economics of the University of Toronto, delivered before the Empire Club 
of Toronto, has attracted wide attention throughout Canada, and deservedly 
so. It has been quoted on the floor of Parliament, and has been made the text 
of countless newspaper articles. Yet it dealt with a very simple subject, a 
subject as old as the human race,—selfishness, 

Thousands of sermons have been preached on this subject, books and 
dramas w:thout number have been written with selfishness as tlre central 
theme, the law courts have been filled with cases arising out of selfishness, 
sorrow and trouble of all kinds have sprung from it all down through the 
ages. Nevertheless, Professor Jackson's address commands an immediate 
and large audience today because he deals with the all- prevailing world 
depression as having its basic cause in just this one thing selfishness, And 
who is there who will say he is wrong? 

Professor Jackson is an économist. He deals with cold facts and still 
colder figures. He is. concerned with the actualities of life, with things 
material to our human well being. But when he has analysed all the factors, 
and sifted all the facts, and studied all the evidence pro and con relative to 
this world economic depression, he 1s forced to the conclusion that the basic 
trouble is, after all, not some man-made institution or-system like banking 
or tariffs, that it is not over-production or under-production, but a condi- 
tion of mind and heart of the average individual,—his ‘selfishness, avarice 
and greed, of which all these other things are but the natural and inevitable 
outcome. 

So, professor Jackeon stressed the point that economic betterment must 
come primarily from a change of heart in the individual rather than merely 
by tricks of economic readjustment; from proposals that go deep into the 
heart of man and begin with his own conscience. ‘Looking back on the past 
four years 1 wonder,” he said, ‘that the realization of these things has not 


. brought forth a new religious movement.” 


It is not a new religious movement that is called for or necessary, but 
action based upon acceptance of the fundamentals of Christian religion. The 
Sermon on the Mount contains the whole and complete formula for the cure 
of the present depression, and the prevention of any depression in the future. 
It is not the formula of Capitalism, nor Socialism, nor Communism. It is the 
formula of the Golden Rule, acceptance and application of the principle of 
doing unto others as we would that others should do unto us.

At the present time it is considered the popular thing to dénounce: the 
so-called ‘vested interests” as the embodiment of all the selfishness and | 
greed in the world, and to declare because one class acts from these un- 
desirable and evil motives, other classes should unite in order to act from | 
exactly the same motives.

Cannot Issue Special Co Colas 


Government Has Refused Request By 
City Of Toronto 

In these days of discussion regard- 
ing stamp bills, flat money and other 
methods of ridding Canada of its 
share of the depression, it is interest- 
ing to note that the issue of money 
in any form for special purposes is 
contrary to all British practice. None 
but the King may benefit by the issue 
of. coinage. 

Some time ago it was suggested 
to Ottawa that the Canadian gov- 
ernment authorize a special issue of 
50-cent pieces in’order that Toronto 
might facilitate the financing of the 
1934 centennial celebration. It was 
estimated that a substantial profit 
might be realized in selling these at a 
premium over the counter to souvenir 
hunters and coin collectors. Mayor 
Stewart asked, of course, for a mono- 
poly on the sale for the city of Tor- 
onto. 

However, His ,Majesty’s govern- 
ment, through Ottawa, has ruled that 
important as the occasion .may be, 
such a precedent cannot be establish- 
ed in the case of Toronto, according 
to a report made to the centennial 
committee. 


France Has Largest Gun 


Throws One-and Half Ton Shell Over 
Eleven Miles 

Just to add spice to the disarma- 
ment discussions, it is announced that 
France has built the largest gun in 
the world. It is a 52-centimeter how- 
itzer. That is a 20.4-inch calibre and 
is larger than the 18-inch naval piece 
which was built by Britain during the 
war and mounted on H.M.S. Furious 
and the monitor Lord Clive. Britain 
had discussed building a gun of 20- 
inch cdlipre, but it was never manu- 
factured. 

The new howitzer of the French 
can throw a shell weighing 3,080 
pounds a distance of 11% miles. 
When you think of projecting a 
chunk of metal weighing more than 
11%4 tons through the air to drop on 
a building or some other target, the 
imagination is stretched to contem- 
plate the possible damage from the 
explosion. The gun is carried on a 
railway mounting 98 feet long and 
weighing 265 tons.

Linking National Parks 


Highway Between Banff and Jasper 
Is Nearing Completion 

Two of the largest and most. at- 
tractive of the National Parks of 
Canada—Jasper National Park and 
Banff National Park, both in the 
province of Alberta, the former in 
Northern Alberta, with an area of 
4,200 square miles, the latter on an 
east slope of the Rocky Mountains, 
2,585 square miles in area—will soon 
be linked by a 150-mile highway. 


-When completed this highway will 


pass through the very heart of some 
of the most impressive scenery in the 
Rockies. The highway is being con- 
structed by the National Parks 
Branch of the Canadian Government 
which has administration over these 
and other national parks.

- Radium Worker Dead 


Second One, Of Five Facing Slow 
Death By Poisoning 

Miss Katharine Schaurb, one of the 
five women who brought suit against 
the United States Radium Corpora- 
tion of Orange in 1928, claiming their 
death was merely a matter of a few 
years as.a result of radium poisoning, 
died in Mountain View Rest. She is 
the second of the five to die. 

Dr. Harrison S. Maitland, chief 
medical examiner of Essex County, 
performed an autopsy and announced 
the cause of death as carcoma of the 
left thigh, a disease directly attrib- 
utable, he said, to the radium poison. 

The five women brought suit for 
$250,000 each and won awards of 
$10,000, free medical care and annui- 
ties of $400. They were poisoned, it 
was held by Dr. Mariland, who wrote 
extensively on tHe subject at the 
time, by tipping with their tongues 
the points of brushes used to. paint 
the dials of watches. 


Made Study Of Criminals 


Japanese Prison Official Says Worst ' 
Type Are Generally Bald 

The worst type of habitual crimin- 
al is generally bald ,according to Dr. 
Kinzo Saxa, of the Fukuoka Prison, 
Tokio, who has just completed an ex- 
tensive study of 1,521 criminals occu- 
pying 10 years. In the course of that 
work he found nine typical habitual 
criminals. They had from 16 to 29 
criminal convictions, and had spent 
from 20 to 30 years in prison. They 
were all bald.

“It is now generally recognized 
that there has been an improved se- 
lection of steers for the export trade 
in recent years, and their popularity 
here has spread accordingly. Dealers 
and buyers are peculiarly sens.tive to 
disappointment when the standard 
of excellence drops in any one ship- 
ment. The burden of returning a rea- 
sonably good price for common sorts 
of livestock imposes @ difficult tax on 
salesmanship, and consignees appre- 
ciate the adverse effect gn business 
of unfavourable price returns. Con- 
stantly they are telling the shippers 
what the trade wants and urging 
them, diplomatically, to choose ex- 
port cattle carefully for type, weight, 
age and conformation. But the she- 
cattle trade, being rather more diver- 
sified, lends itself more readily to 
harassing experiences than does the 
trade in steers. 

“Our healthy heifers and cows have 
been talked of and written about tre- 
quently. There has been created an 
atmosphere of hopeful expectancy. 
The value of goodwill is an addition- 
al consideration. Its place in the re- 
spective sections of the British trade 
ranks high, and this fact should be 
weighed carefully by the Canadian 
shippers. 

‘It is not possible -to. forecast 
whether or not cows and _ heifers, 
suitable for breeding and dairy pur- 
poses, can be selected and shipped to 
advantage. That will be determined 
‘only by trial and experience. Starv- 
ing the trade demand for suitable 
stock is the more preferable and pru- 
dent policy; over-feeding it with com-, 
mon sorts, especially at the outset, 
will» stunt, and may even damn, a 


“She-stock seiected in Canada for 
breeding or dairy purposes in Great 
Britain, and lack_ng the characteris- 
tics fitting to the ideas and needs of 
the people specializing in thcse par- 
ticular activities, will not Bnd buyers, 
except at uneconomic prices. Experi- 
ences of this sort will give, in addi- 
tion to uneconomic prices, a wrong 
impression in Great Britain of the 
value and usefulness of our she- 
stock, a condition that will cost the 
producers and shippers considerable 
money, and one that will be difficult 
to correct. The same th:ng applies to 
our steers going into new areas. . 

“Such a result, if it were possible 
to forestall, should not be risked or 
permitted. Even extreme precautions 
to safeguard the new trade, and the 
new opportunity, could be justified. 
Furthermore, I misjudge the trade 
here if they would not support con- 
centrated action, at the outset, to at- 
ta.n this desirable objective. 

“For the general guidance of ship- 
pers who are considering the possi- 
bilities of serving the dairy industry 
with either heifers or springer cows, 
freshening three or four weeks after 
landing, the great majority of the 
dairy farmers prefer a good size ani- 
mal, which, of course, should possess 
milking qualities and conformation. 
The breeds most favored are cross 
Shorthorns or crosses out of Holstein 
and Ayrshire by a Shorthorn bull. 
Pure bred Ayrshires or Holsteins are 
not favoured unless they are of the 
top class, The dairy Shorthorn type 
and size is what dairymen have in 
mind. 

“One dealer sugests that:—‘Ship- 
pers should give the fullest informa- 
tion as to probable dates of calving; 
what kind of sire produces the calf; 
and what age the cow is—whether 
first, second or third calf. We would 
recommend cows about four to five 
years old, carrying second or third 
calf. First calf cows would not sell as 
well, owing to the prospect of smaller | 
milk volume during first calf period.’ 

“The first choice in Scotland, for 
heifers for beef breeding purposes is 
well bred Angus or their crosses. 
Shorthorns are second. Herefords are 
not popular. In England, the Here- 
ford takes a better place.

Large Percentage Of Stodente Base 


Dr. dn a Cana 2g: of 
Shanghai, was the only woman doc- 
tor elected to fellowship in the Amer- 
jean College of Physicians last year. 
She is dean of the hospital of the 
Women’s Christian Medical College 
in Shanghai and all her staff are 
Chinese. She trains young men and 
women as doctors and nurses and 
oversees a hospital of more than 200 
beds. 

Interviewed at Montreal when at- 
tending the annual clinical session of 
the American College of Physicians 
Dr. Lawrey said: “It is interesting 
to know that more than 19 per cent. 
of Chinese women students at col- 
leges in China are going through for 
medicine in comparison to four per 
cent. of women students in American 
colleges. Chinese women are marvel- 
lous students, far more eager to learn 
than their western sisters. 

‘In their country traditionally a 
scholar rates very high and as the 
background of Chinese life is philoso- 
phy they are iontrigued and interest- 
ed in science, which is completely 
new to them. They acquire the Eng- 
lish language so they may study. 
They retain Chinese dress as more 
becoming. They take up medicine be- 
cause it is so much needed, A Chin- 
ese girl student or doctor is on the 
same footing with a man. Her learn- 
ing makes her his equal.

Lack Of Phosphorous 
Causes Tooth Decay 


According To Results Of Experiments 
By Dr. Agnew 

Tooth decay is primarily due to 
lack of phosphorous and Vitamin “D’”’ 
in the diet, according to the results of 
| Pesearch made by Dr. R. Gordon Ag- 
new of the West China Union Univer- 
sity. Working with hundreds of lab- 
oratory animals, Dr. Agnew was able 
_to produce tooth decay in practically 
all the cases by depriving them of 
these two food elements. 

Eating sugar, candy, and other 
sweets, it was further indicated by 
these test diets, has not effect in itself 
| in causing tooth decay, except that 
, by satisfying the appetite too quick- 
‘ly it tends to keep down the intake 
‘of the foods which contain the ele- 
'ments which do make for sound tooth 
structure. 

Dr. Agnew says that among the 
Tibetan tribes in particular, where 
tooth: decay is especially infrequent 
while their diet is highly restricted, 
the eating of whole corn, an import- 
ant article of their daily food, sup- 
plies them with adequate phosphor- 
ous wh-le their out of door life in the 
sunshine assures them of plenty of 
Vitamin “D.”

Mexican Tree Frog Can Drop Slowly 
Grom Great Heights 

A Mexican tree frog that appears 

to be learning to fly is described by 
Dr. Remington Kellogg, of the United 
States National Museum. This frog, 
he says, has elongated hind legs well 
adapted to jumping, and has been 
known to leap and alight without in- 
jury a height of 140 feet. Dr. Kellogg 
has conducted a numiber of experi- 
ments to test its powers of flight. 
When he dropped one from a high

GRINDING HOG FEED PAYS 
EXPERIMENT MAKES CLEAR 

x 

An experiment to compare whole 
and ground grain for hogs was 
stanted at the experimental station 
Lacombe, in December. The results 
of this test are available now and | 
provide interesting information, 

The hogs were placed on test at 
an average weight of 90 pounds 
eadn, Those fed ground grain aver- 
aged 218 pounds in weight by March | 
finished, while 
those fed whole grain averaged 187 
pounds each, and were decidedly lack- 
ing in finish. In fact tinlose fed whole 
grain had to thlave their food changed 
to ground grain in order to give 
them the proper finish required for 
seleet bacon higs. 

These hogs were fed a mixture of 
two parts barley to one of oats. The 
results show that these grains should 
be ground if fed to hogs, but does 
not prove dhlat grains such as wheat
